Dear Lee: 

Along v.*±th you I regret very much to see that the 
Ruby testimony is being carried in the newspapers under the 
claim that it is a verbatim transcript. I think it is most 
unfortunate that there have been so many instances in which 
magazines and newspapers have carried accounts of what tran- 
spired at the hearings, but I suppose these things are vir- 
tually impossible' to control when access is had to some of 
the proceedings by outsiders. 

I am puzzled about one phase of the matter. By 
permission of the Journal American the Houston Chronicle has 
carried this transcript. The Foreword by Dorothy Kilgallen 
lists me as one of the counsel, which is not correct as you 
know. In fact, I have never seen a transcript of the testi- 
mony* and my knowledge of what transpired is confined to what 
Bob Storey and you told me. So far as I know, neither Waggoner 
Carr nor Bob Storey has ever had a copy of the transcript of 
Ruby’s testimony. 

In line with our conversation the other day I assume 
that you have written Waggoner Carr. It was a pleasure to 
visit with you the other day, although briefly, and I look 
forward to seeing you on or about September 1st for a review 
of the draft.
